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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

In the Office Action dated December 2, 2005, claims 1-10 were pending. In the Office 
Action, the Examiner rejected all 10 pending claims. No claims have been added or cancelled 
from the pending application; though claims 1 and 6 have been amended. 

The following remarks will follow the order set forth in the Office Action. 

Detailed Action 
Claim Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. $ 103 

The Examiner rejected independent claims 1 and 6 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 6,1 13,188 to Stewart et al. The Examiner has argued that 
Stewart et al. teaches all of the components set forth in independent claims 1 and 6. 

Applicant acknowledges that Figure 2 of the '188 Patent shows an inflatable bladder, 

which, viewed two-dimensionally from the side, outlines a trapezoid shape. However, as noted 

in Applicant's response to the Examiner's first office action: 

"The trapezoidal-shape of the tubular bladder, depicted in Figure 2 of 
Stewart et al., is not the result of the inherent shape of the bladder, but is a result 
offerees asserted on the bladder by the side scissor-braces forcing the seat into a 
tilted position." 

Applicant has amended independent claims 1 and 6 to clarify the meaning of the term 
"trapezoid shaped" as it pertains to the side panels. Specifically, Applicant has amended the 
claims to include the limitation that the trapezoid shape is innate to the side panels. The term 
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innate means "possessed as an essential characteristic; inherent 1 ." The antonyms of "innate" are 
"acquired, extrinsic, learned." 

As indicated in Applicant's response to the first office action, but now explicitly claimed, 
the side panels of Applicant's device are innately trapezoid shaped. This is in direct contrast to 
Stewart, wherein the trapezoid shape of the inflatable bladder is a direct product of outside 
forces, namely the side scissor braces, acting on an otherwise, (viewed two-dimensionally) 
rectangular bladder. As noted in Stewart, "the tilt is introduced by the off-center intersection of 
the brace members of the two-side scissor-braces (20) as shown in Fig. 2." See column 3, lines 
62-64. 

The claimed structural limitation of trapezoid shape being an innate characteristic is, 
therefore, not taught by Stewart. The innate shape affords superior benefits over the device 
shown in Stewart, including reduced complexity, fewer components and reduced weight. 

The Examiner rejected claims 2, 3, 7, and 8 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Stewart et al. Applicant has amended claims 1 and 6 in a manner that it 
believes renders them allowable. Therefore Applicant believes dependant claims 2, 3, 7, and 8 
should be allowable as well. 

The Examiner rejected claims 4, 5, 9, and 10 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Stewart et al. in further view of U.S. Patent No. 6,264,279B1 to Chow. 
Claims 4, 5, 9, and 10 depend from and further teach the invention of independent claims 1 and 
6, which Applicant believes are allowable over the cited reference of Stewart et al. Accordingly, 
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Applicant believes that claims 4, 5, 9, and 10 should be allowable as having narrowing 
* limitations over allowable claims 1 and 6. 

CONCLUSION 

Applicant now believes that this amendment complies with 37 CFR § 1.121 and thus 
requests examination of this Amendment. Applicant respectfully requests that a timely Notice of 
Allowance be issued in this case.
